FIRE. 

Fibe ! As this is a time of year 
when fire* arc moat calamitous to lira 
sufferers, it is well to be particularly 
cautious in the use of every means to 
prevent such an event in our commu¬ 
nity. 

In the fir?t plaoe, if you arc anxious | 
to fcave a fire, you can adopt the fob I 
lowing methods, cither of which will 
be likely to be successful before you 
die 

Set away ashes in a wooden vessel, 
and you may be almost sure of such 
an event. Make use of wooden fire 
boards. It is not enough to say that 
yon have lined them with sheet iron. 
Soot will sometimes collect in Urge 
quantities in a fire-place, catch fire 
and burn through the fire-board.— 
Have no xinc beneath your stoves. 
Let the tunnel run vary near wood 

I work, and in due time you will hum 
up. Cracked brick ovens and chim¬ 
neys arc frequently occasions of fire. 
Allow .ourself and workmen to smoke 
in your stables or workshops. Suffer 
little children to play with fire. Take 
no pains to clean the moss from old 
roofs. Any one can easily remove it 
if they wish by sprinkling quicklime 
on their roofs during a wet day.— 
Don't be insured and bad lurk will 
have it that you must be burned out 
It is well for every man to a^k him¬ 
self what be would do ir case of fire 
in Lis own dwelling. In case his sta¬ 
ble should catch lire, could lie save 
Lis bouse? What intermediate space 
could be torn away ? Above all 
things let a man be calm, and be will 
accomplish much more.

Such 
should be kept cooled down as much 
as possible with water. If there be a 
very small space between building", 
aim at checking the fire there if pos¬ 
sible. 

If necessary to rituovc furniture, 
do it calmly. No person in a high 
state of excitement is worth much at 
a fire. A little attention to these ad¬ 
monitions may yet save us many thou¬
